a*  Operation  JEB  STUART  was  in  progress  ae  the  reporting  period 
began  almost  simultaneously  with  the  NVA/VC  Tet  Offensive* 

(l)  Organization. 

(a)  Direot  Support  Artillery.  The  month  of  February  bo 
gon  with  the  2d  Battalion,'  19th  Artillery  (A/2/19,  B/2/19,  B/l/77,  and 
O/I/32I )  in.  DS  of  the  lot  Brigade,  near  Quang  Tri,  The  l3t  Battalion,  21s 
Artillery  (B/l/21,.  C/l/21,  C/l/77)  was  in  DS  of  the  3d  Brigade,  at  Camp 
Evans  (YD  533318).  She  2d  Brigade,  101st  Airborne  Division  was  OPCON  to 
1ACD  and  was  conducting  operations  around  LZ  Jane  (YD  372424),  with  the 
lot  Battalion,  321st  Artillery  (k/lj 321  and  B/1/321)  in  direct  suwoort. 

Oho  1st  Battalion,  77th  Artillery  (A/i/77,  a/i/21,  C/2/19)  was  attached  tc 
the  2d  Brigade,  1ACD,  conducting  Operation  Pershing  II  in  Binh  Dinh  pro¬ 
vince. 


....  .  .  (b)  General  Support  Artillery,  The  2d  Battalion,  20<h 

Artillery  (ARflj  was  in  General  Support  of  the  Division.  B/2/20  Arty  was 
GSR  to  the  1/77  Arty;  A  and  C,  2/20  Arty  remained  in  General  Support,  with 
A  aalterjj  at  L£  Shaman  (YD  357493.)  near  Quang  Tri  and  C  Battery  at  Camp 
Evans'.  Medium  artillery  support  was  provided  by  the  1st  Battalion,  30th 
Artillery.  Two  of  its  batteries,  A  and  B  Batteries,  were  present  in  the 
JEB  STUART  AO,  B  Battery  GSR  to  2/l9  Arty  and  A  Battery  GSR  to  l/21  Arty. 

C  Battery  was  reinforcing  the  I/77  Arty.  In  addition,  l/30th  Arty  was 
providing  technical  and  tactical  control  for  C/2/ll  Arty  (155mm  T)  which 
was  OPCON  to  the  2d  Brigade,  101st  Airborne  Division,  and  for  the  5th 
155  Gun  Battery *  This  lattor  wo3  a  Marino  Corps  artillery  battery  com¬ 
posed  of  six  155mm  SP  guns  end  two  8"  howitzers.  Four  of  its  155  guns 
and  its  two  8"  howitzors  were  positioned  at  LZ  Sharon  to  support  the  1st 
Brigade?  its  remaining  two  155mm  guns  wore  positioned  at  Camp  Evans  to

by  USARV"  General  Order  Number  952. 

(0)  ADA  and  Searchlights.  C/4/6O  Arty  (4  x  M42  twin 
40* s,  4  x  M55  Quad  50* s,  and  4  M23  Xenon  Slip's)  was  OPCON  to  1ACD,  with  a 
mission  "of  reinforcing  2/l9  Arty.  D  Btry,  l/44  Arty  was  providing  8  M42's, 
7  M55's,  and  4  SLT' s,  under  the  operational  control  of  1ACD  Arty,  These 
assets  were  divided  between  l/21  and  1/321  Arty. 

(2)  The  Tet  Offensive, 

(a)  The  NVA/VC  Tot  Offensive  started  immediately  prior 
to,  the  beginning  of  the  reporting  period  and  lasted  until  the  end  of 
February.  Hie  1st  Brigade,  1st  ACD  and  2d  Brigade,  101st  Airborne  Division 
remained  generally  in  their  previously  assigned  AO's.  The  former  3d 
Brigade  AO  came  under  the  direct  control  of  Division.  1ACD  Artillery 
assigned  l/30  Arty  the  mission  of  direct  support  of  the  forces  operating 

in  this  AD  ((TP  Davis),  The  battalion  assumed  all  the  direct  support 
funajions,  including  clearance  of  fires,  air  advisories,  plus  the  artillery 
portion  of  the  defense  of  the  division  base  camp  at  Camp  Evan3.  This 
mission  was  effective  from  4  February  -  3  March  1958  while  the  3d  Brigade 
was  assigned  the  mission  of  conducting  operations  to  relievo  Hue. 

(b)  "Cradlin'1  weather  continued  throughout  most  of 
February.  This  reduced  air  support,  in  particular  close  air  support, 
almost  to  zero.  ARA  continued  to  fly  throughout  .this  period  in  spite  of 
the  presence  of  the  worst  possible  combination  of  conditions  as  regards 
vulnerability  to  ground  fire  —  low  ceilings  with  good  horizontal  visi¬ 
bility,  2/20  Arty  experienced  38  aircraft  hits  and  two  aircraft  lost; 

E/02d  Arty  had  one  TJ5I-1B  and  3  OH-13' s  hit  by  ground  fire. 

(o)  Supply  problems  also  increased  during  the  period 
as  the  supply  route  north  from  Hue  could  not  bo  used  due  to  enemy  activity. 
Class  V  3tockage  was  marginal  but  did  not  become  critical  due  to  emer¬ 
gency  air  drop  of  ammunition, 

(d)  The  task  of  relieving  Hue  was  assigned  to  the  3d 
Brigade.  Die  2H6  OP  and  the  CP  of  l/21  Artillery  commenced  movement  to 
PK  17  (YD  650281),  on  AH'/IT  compound,  on  2  February*  C/l/77  Arty  dis¬ 
placed  to  PK  17  o'  3  February  and  C/l/21  Arty  the  following  day.  On 

18  February,"  B/l/:„  Arty  (8"  8P)  arrived  in  the  JEB  STUART  AO,  via  Cua 
Viet,  and  was  positioned  initially  at  YD  33645032.  Upon  arrival  the 
battery  was  placed  OPCON  to  l/30  Arty  and  displaced  to  Camp  Evans.  On 

19  February,"  A/l/30  Arty  displaced  to  LZ  Nola,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  AN

DO  bridge  (YD  623502).  On  the  20th,  B/l/03  displaced  to  LZ  Hola.  From 
DZ  Kola,  both  batteries  could  fire  inside  the  walls  of  Hue.  It  was 
decided  not  to  displace  the  batteries  farther  forward  duo  to  the  vulner¬ 
ability  of  the  An  Do  bridge.  Airlift  was  at  a  premium,  and  dictated 
resupply,  of  Class  V  for  these  batteries  by  road.  Had  the  batteries  been 
moved  south  and  the  bridge  subsequently  destroyed,  the  already  tenuous 
resupply  problem  would  have  been  further  complicated  by  the  requirement 
to  airlift  or  ford  the  tonnages  required  for  155nun  and  8  inch,  ammunition 
resupply, 

(o)  The  attack  by  the  Jd  Brigade  began  on  the  morning 
of  21  Fobruory  and  encountered  a  heavily  defended  position  in  the  Ti  Ti 
wood3  (YD  695240)*  lube  artillery,  naval  gunfire,  and  ARA  provided  a 
heavy  volume  of  fire  support,  and  the  infantry  wa3  able  to  breech  the 
enemy  position.  On.  21  February  the  CG  1st-  JjJRVN  Division  requested  a 
liaison  party  from  1ACD  to  assist  in  fire  support  coordination  with  his 
FSCE  in  tho  Citadel  in  Hue,  Ihe-  next  morning,  Division  Artillery  dis¬ 
patched  a  liaison  party  consisting  of  a  Lieutenant  Colonel,  a  Captain, 
an  NCO  and  one  comr.iunicntion3  spccialist/RTO.  The  role  of  this  party  in 
coordinating  the  fire  support  available  to  1st  AHVK  Division  was  highly 
significant  and  contributed  materially  to  the  success  of  the  operation. 
After  the  breakthrough  at  the  Ti  Ti  wood3,  tho  infantry  elements  continued 
the  attack,  converging  on  the  west  wall  of  Hue  against  moderate  resistance 
As  these  elements  drew  closer  together,  tho  fire  coordination  requirements 
grew  more  exacting,  Tho  presence  of  refugees  outside  tho  city  and  the 
proximity  of  friendly  forces  to  enemy  troops  compounded  the  problems. 

Groat  care  was  required  in  ‘the  assignment  and  execution  of  each  fire  miss:’. 
Heavy  and  medium  fires  wore  placed  within  the  city  itself,  in  the  very 
last  stages  before  tho  enemy  was  driven  out.  This  assisted  the  AKVIJ  units 
significantly  in  their  task  of  clearing  tho  city. 

(f)  Apart 'from  tho  3d  Brigade* s  action,  the  month  was 
characterized  by  light  isolated  contacts.  .  On  18  February  the  1st  Bn, 

3d  Marines  became  0FC01T  to  1st  Brigade  with  tho  requirement  to  screen 
the  western  and  northwestern  approaches  to  Quang  Tri  City.  With  the 
assistance  of  1st  Brigade,  tho  merinos  began  conducting  airmobile  opera¬ 
tions,  making  air  assaults  ldth  artillery  preparations  fired  by  Marine 
and  Army  artillery,  adjusted  and  controlled  by  Maxine-  liaison  officers . 

The  Marino  unit  was  reloaded  from  0PC01-I  1st  Brigade  on  29  February. 

(g)  Elements  of  tho  2d  Brigade  began  moving  north  to  tho 
JEB  STUART  AO  ju3t  after  tho  middle  of  the  month,  bringing  their  artillery 
^/ith  then.  A/l/77  Artillery  arrived  at  Camp  Evans  on  19  February,  i/l/21 
Artillery  on  21  February.  Both  batteries  wore  attached  to  l/jO  Arty, 

and  assisted  in  the  dofonso  of  Camp  Evans  and  in  operations  in  tho  TF 
Davi3  AO,.

completed  itn  deployment  to  the  JEB  STUART  AO,  Brigr.dc  AO’ a  and  forcoo 
wore  repositioned,-  and  operation  JEB  STUAPT  continued  to  conplotion  on 
31  March  1968. 

(1)  Hqs  2d  Brigade,  Hqs  1/7.7  Arty,  C/2/19  Arty,  C/l/30 
Arty,  and  It/2/20  Arty  all  arrived  in  the  JEB  STUAPT  AO  in  tho  first  2-3 
days  of  March.  Brigade  AO* a  wore  repositioned,  with  the  2d  Brigade  1ACB 
occupying  the  fomor  AO  of  the  2d  Brigade,  101st  Airhomo  Division,.' 

the  2d  Brigade,  101st  Airborne  Division  moving  down  to  assume  tho  fomer 
3d  Brigade  AO  near  Huo,  and  tho  3d  Brigade  being  assigned  tho  AO  around 
Canp  Evans  (the  former  TP  Davis  AO).  Cavalry  battalions,  wore  placed  OPCON 
to  ,thc  Brigades  vith  iMoh  they  arc  normally  associated,  Por  tho  first 
tine  in. over  a  year,  the  1st  ACD  had  control  of  all  its  clonontc.  Each 
of  t!io  DS  Artillery  battalions  had  control. cf  all  three  of  its  firing 
batteries;  no  crocs.-attaclunont  of' batteries  was  required.  With  the  return 
of  tho  3d  Brigade  to  Canp  Evans,  l/21  Arty  was  able  to  assume  fire 
support  for  tho  base  defense  of  Camp  Evans)  from  l/30  Arty  on  3  March, 

(2)  Oil  5  March  the  6th  Battalion,  33d  Artillery  arrived 

in  the  JEB  STUAPT  AO,  This  105mm  M101A1  battalion  had  .arrived  in  Danang 
from  COITUS  in  February,  juid  had  remained  in  Danang  while  completing  i.t3 
in-country  training.  The  Battalion  was  attached  to  the  100th  Artillery 
Group  at  Dong  Ha,  end  placed  under  tho  operational  control  of  1ACD  Arty; 
A/6/33  was  assigned  a  mission  of  general  support,  reinforcing  2/19  Arty, 
and,  with  battalion  headquarters,  was  positioned  at  LZ  Sharon  near  Qunng 
Tri.  B  and  C  batteries  woro  assigned  the  mission  of  gonerai  support, 
roinforcing  I/77  Arty  and  wore  positioned  in  the  2d  Brigade  lACD's  AO- 
B  battery  at  Wundor  Beaoh  (YD  499560)  and  C  Battery  at  LZ  Jano. 

(3)  On  7  March,  the  lot  Brigade,  101st  Airborne  Division 
wa3  placed  under  tlic  operational  control  of  the  1st  Air  Cavalry  Division 
with  an  area  of  operations  south  of  Hue,  Tlie  Brigade *3  DS  battalion, 

2d  Battalion,  320th  Artillery  cane  under  tho  operational  control  of  1st 
Air  Cav  Div  Arty  at  that  time,-  Tliroo  days  later,  tho  2d  Brigade,  101st 
Airborne  with  its  DS  battalion,-  1st  Battalion,  321st  Arty,-  was  released 
from  0PC0IT,  1ACD,  On  IS  Morel:,  1st  Brigade,  103 st  Airbomo  Division 
with  2/320  Arty  reverted  to  tho  control  of  tho  101st  Airborne  Division. 

(4)  Operations  in  tno  JEB  STUART  AO  during  Mrrch  consisted 
mostly  of  light,'  ocattorod  contacts.  Naval  gunfire  wee  used  extensively 
along  the  oostal  regions.  On  13  March  a  firehose  was  established  at  LZ 
Kp.tliy  (YD  56732336)  to  support  oj)cration3  into  base  area  114,  A  short 
timo  later  two  hciritzors  from  C/l/30  wore  also  positioned  at  LZ  Kathy  to 
provide  nodiun  artillery  support.

(5)  As  conditions  stabilized  in  the  AO,  baso  dofenso 
programs  vore  reviewed.  All  major  LZ*s,hrd  received  mortar  and  rocket 
attaclcs  during  the  Tot  Offensive,  but  ground  attacks  were  limited  to 
probes  or  harassing  attacks.  Concentrated  maintenance  effort  was  re¬ 
quired  to  insure  tho/t  the  oountor  mortar  radars5  ;rero  operational  ,  An 
extensive  aorinl  survoillanco  program  was  put  into  effect.  From  first 
light  to  last  light,  gather  permitting,  artillery  aerial  observers  were 
aloft  in  fired  uin g  (Ol-L)  aircraft,  supplementing  tiio  reconnaissance 
program  of  tho  let  Squadron,  9th  Cavalry,  Many  rocket  and  mortar  positions 
woro  located  by  this  reconnaissance  program  and  tho  emplacements  destroyed 
by 'artillery  fire  or  by  air  assaulting  infantry  elements  to  the  location. 
This  may, have  pre-empted  many  rocket  and  mortar  attacks.  Counter  fire 
plana  woro  devised  to  provide  controlled,  flcuablc  response,  as  opposed 
to  massive  counter  fires  (see  Section  2,'  Lessons  Learned),  Continuous 
mortar  patrol  by  ARA,  with  relief  on  station,  was  provided  around  Camp 
Evans,  and  4  -  5  hours  per  night  woro  flown  around  tho  base  comps  of  tho 
1st  Brigade  (LZ  Betty)  and  2d  Brigade  (LZ  Jane),  Mortar  and  rocket  attacks 
were  always  of  brief  duration,  usually  loss  than  3  minutes,  never  more 
than  5*  Casualties  to  troops  and  property  damage  were . light .

Arty,  5  th  155  Gun  Battery,  AB A  from  B/l/44  Arty,  was  assumed  ty  pev- 
Arty  and  appropriate  artillery  mission  assigned  by  that  headquarters , 

d.  Operation  PBGASUS-LAM  SOU  207  A, 


(l)  General,  This  was  a  highly  successful  operation,  from 
an  artillery  aa  well  as  division  standpoint ,  Much  of  this  success  is 


directly  attributable  to  tho  detailed  fire  support  coordination  and 
logistics  planning  aocauplishod  prior  to  the  start  of  tho  operation. 

The  execution  phase  was  also  highly  satisfying  in  that  targets  of  a 
classic  type,'  e.g,  trucks,  armored  vehicles,  mortars  firing  during  day¬ 
light  hours','  were  engaged',  destroyed,  and  seen  to  be  destroyed c  This 


was  quite  a.  different  experience  from  that  in  operation  JEB 
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and  even  more  00  fron  Operation  PERSIIIilG  whom  artillery  targets  were 
ordinarily  not  00  lucrative  and  surveillance  was  iaoro  difficult  to 
obtain, 

(2)  Eire-  Support  Coordination.  Eire  support  coordination 
for  Operation  PEGASUS  involved  many  units  and  agencies.  The  planning 
and  coordination  are  boat  viewed  by  dividing  the  operation  into  a 
reconnaissance  phase  aha  an  attack  phase. 

(a)  Reconnaissance  Eiaso. 

1  Gonoral.  The  objective  to  bo  accomplished  during; 
tho  roconnaissanco  phene  woo  the  destruction  by  fire  of  the  enemy  with 
emphasis  on  his  anti-aircraft  capability  between  Cain  and  Hie  Sanli  in  wha.t 
would  bo  tho  3d  Brigade  AO  during-  tho  attack  phase ,  and  selection  and 
preparation  of  LZ1  s  to  be  used  by  3d  Brigade  (anil  to  a  limited  extent  by 
tho  2d  Brigade),  E10  1st  Squadron,  9th  Cavalry  was  given  this  mission 
and  provisions  wore  made  to  provide  it  jolii'idr  gnd  Artillery  for  target 
attack. 


2,  Artillery.  Artil?.ery  already  in  position  which 
was  ccpablo  of  firing’dnto  the  l/9th  roconnaissanco  AO  included:  lqth 
Marine  artillery  at  E10  Sanli  (4  x.  105  Batteries',  1  x  153  battery  and 
1  r  4,2"  battery)}  ono  Marine  4.2"  mortar  battery-  at  Calu;  one  Marine 
and  one  Army  105  battery  and  one  Army  175  gun  battery  at  the  Rock  Pile 
and  5  Army  175  gun  batteries- at  Camp  Carroll,  On  25  March  A/l/03  -Arty 
was  moved  from  the  vicinity  of  Quang  Tri  to  Calu  and  A/ 6/33  Arty  was 
moved  from  LZ  Sharon  to  LZ  Stud  (YD  000405),  These  batteries  wore  placed 
under  control  of  a  forward  Division  Artillery  PDC  manned  by  personnel  of 
tho  1st  Bnv  30  th  Artillery  and  commenced  answering  calls  for  fire  from 
l/9th  Cr-.v  on  D-6  and  attaclcing  planned  targets  tliat  night.  Prior  coor¬ 
dination  witli  3d  Mar  Div  (12th  Mar  Regt)y  103th  Arty  Group  and  13th 
Marinos  (KIEB  SAHl)  insured  that  all  available  targeting  information  was  in 
tho  hands  cf  the  forward  EDO  and  tliat  lateral  communications  were  03i;ablislicd, 
Throughout  the  roooiuiaiasancc  pliaro  enemy  automatic  weapon,  mortar  and 
troop  positions  were  attacked  by  artillery  and  destroyed, 

jjji,  Tactical  Air,  Coordination  \/ith  PC1/-  FSCC  and  G-3 
Air  resulted  in  tho  allocation  to  tho  division  of  additional  tactical 
air  sorties  for  use  by  the  l/9th  Cavalry,  The  planning  allocations 
vore  24  sorties  during  daylight  hours  to  ]io  put  in  under  FAC  oontrcl 
.and  24  sorties  during  tlio  hours  of  darkness  to  bo  put  in  mider  radar 
oontrol  (SKI  SPOT),  Tho  Tactical  Air  Control  Party  of  bhe  1/ 9vh 
Cavalry  Mved  to  LZ  Stud  i/ith  tlio  l/9th  jump  CP  to  coordinate  fie  use 
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of  pre-planned  m d  immediate  air  strikes ,  A  forward  Division  FSCC  van 
established" with  the  forward1  Div  Arty  ZiJO  to  accomplish  clearance «  A 
total  of  317  sorties  wore,  put  in  by  1ACD  FAC  and  315  by  SKI  SPOT  during 
the  reconnaissance  phase,  Forty-nine  apeoially  fused  LZ  construction 
sorties  were  delivered  during  this  period. 

Aro  Light.  Coordination  with  PCV"  and  a  team  lion 
the  MACV  Aro  Light  section  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  planning 
allocations  for  the  reconnaissance  phase  and  tho  attack  phase ,  During  . 
the  reconnaissance  riiaso,  fire  Light  strikes  were  delivered  on  targets 
developed  and  rcoonucndcd  bja  l/yth  Cavalry  to  assist  in  destruction  of 
enemy  forces  and  LZ  preparation.  Strikes  wore  targeted  in. thin  tho  AO 
during  tho  hours  of  darkness  and  in  areas  which  would  poso  no  hazard  to 
l/9th  Cav  helicopters  during  daylight  hours.

This  caused  slow  progress  and  physical  strain,  but  proved  to  be  the  best 
decision. 


4  One  person  followed  the  main  group  to  erase  all 
signs  of  movement  that  might  compromise  their  position  and  route.

was  forbidden.

MTOE 
including  desired  liaison  personnel  were  reviewed  by  this  headquarters  when 
submitted.  These  personnel  were  included  as  additional  space  requirements; 
due  to  the  space  ceiling  limitation  imposed  on  USARV,  they  could  not  be  fi¬ 
nanced.  MTOE  submitted  at  a  later  date  will  be  reviewed  as  before;  if  spaces 
are  available  at  that  time,  consideration  will  be  given  to  providing  the 
desired  liaison  personnel  authorization.
